Accused Secretary 
Declare* on the 


Stand That Ha W ould “Clear L ilt” 


Cunningham Claim s Again. 


W ashington, April 30.—Taking the 
stand in his own behalf. Secretary Bal 
linger declared to the investigating 
com mittee that the testim ony given 
by Louis H. (Ravia that he talked with 
him in December. 1907, about specific 
groups of land claims, was a willful 
and deliberate lie. 
Mr. Ballinger asserted unequivocally 
that he had never had any business 
relations with any of the Cunningham 
Alaska coal land claim ants and had 
never been interested in any lands 
whatever, directly or indirectly. 
He said that with the sam e record 
before him, he would today pronounce 
the Cunningham entries entitled to 
clear listing. 
The secretary told 
how 
he 
had 
“cleaned up” the land office, charge of 
which he took at the earnest solicita­ 
tion of President Roosevelt and Seen* 
tnry Garfield. 


Roosevelt’s Facetious Remark. 


Mr. Ballinger also related a face­ 
tious rem ark by President Roosevelt 
after 
telling witness, then commis 
stoner of the general land office, of 
having incorporated in a message Bal­ 
linger’s recom m endations on the moot­ 
ed question w hether public coal lands 
should he sold or leased. 
According to the witness, Mr. Roose 
velt said of Garfield and Pinchot: 
“I think they’ll go up through the 
roof when they hear what I have done, 
hut I think the roof is strong enough 
to hold them .” 
Mr. Ballinger recounted his career 
until he became commissioner general 
of the land office at the aolicitation of 
President 
Roosevelt 
and 
Secretary 
Garfield. 
He read telegram s he had received 
from these two men, after he had de­ 
clined the first tender of the office, one 
from the president saying: 
"It la your duty to help me. You and 
Garfield will lift an Immense burden 
from my shoulders.” 


HI* Interview With Roosevelt. 


W itness, in telling of having come 
to W ashington aud having an inter­ 
view with Roosevelt after he had de­ 
cided to a d e p t, said: 
“The 
president said to me as he 
greeted me: 'I have no apologies to 
make, Ballinger. I’m glad you are here. 
Any man who could clean up Beattie 
as you did ran clean up that laud of 
flee.’ ” 
Mr. Ballinger said his relations with 
Garfield were then friendly, but never 
Intimate. 
Mr. V ertrees asked witness whether 
he knew any of the Cunningham Alas­ 
kan coal land claim ants at the tim e he 
became land commissioner. 
He said he was not aware he knew 
any of them at that time. hut had since 
discovered that he knew about six of 
them, whom he named. 
Tho secretary saki that he had no 
Interest in Alaskan or any other lands, 
either directly or Indirectly. 
Asked what 
professional relations 
he or his law firm had at th at time 
with Alaska. Mr. Ballinger replied: 
“I don't recall that we represented 
any, with the possible exception of 
W atson Allen, a lumberman, who bad 
some interest in Nome In p later gold 
digging 
“Now, wait. I want to qualify that 
statem ent I did represent the Pioneer 
Mining company, which I organised in 
19t*4 or 1905 Its Interests were in and 
about 
Nome, and it was composed 
largely of Scandinavians.” 
Mr. Ballinger then described how 
he “cleaned up" the land office, relat­ 
ing In detail the many changes he had 
made and the innovations he had in­ 
troduced.

Milo M atts For Morass. 
T he farm er who plants a good acre 
age of milo has practically Uncured for 
himself a good supply of grain for tits 
work teams. 
Horses and mules have 
stood hard work well all summer, such 
as breaking prairie, with no grain but 
Bilio. 
Horses doing Leary farm work 
should be given three good feeds of 
milo grain a day. 
Milo In the beud la 
usually fed. one-half more heads being 
given at a feed thau would be given 
ears of com. 
Most team sters prefer 
to feed milo in the head to horses, cut­ 
ting the main stem off close to the 
head. 
The main stem of the head and 
the many little stems that boid the 
seeds force tile horses to do a large 
am ount of chew lug before the feed can 
tie swallowed, aud tbls mastication 
grinds the grain aud m iles It with 
the saliva, gieutly increasing the pro­ 
portion digested. 
The seeds of milo are small, aud 
where the thrashed seed is fed to 
horsc-s it is chewed very little, and 
much of the seed passes through un­ 
digested. 
Feed lug uiilo In the head 
saves all expense of preparation, and 
the small stems of the head eaten with 
the grain seem to ald in diluting the 
grain in the stomach, making it more 
digestible.

D ISC O U R SE. 
Duck money comes easy—on paper— 
for he who turns from chicks to 
quacks without first getting "flapper" 
information is apt to aluk, for their na­ 
ture and management are so different 
Ducks ore so nervous that even a 
leaf dropping in th* flock may cause 
such an electric shock as to stampede 
them out of a week’s growth. 
They 
drop eggs anywhere, and, though they 
cackle uot, their midnight quack ii 
not conducive to pleasant dreams, and 
their plaster droppings, lf not remov­ 
ed. at every rainfall make hot com- 
l»etitlon for a fertilizer factory. 
As they roost on the floor, they must 
be bedded like a horse, and, though 
a pond is not essential, much water is 
necessary to liquidate their bills. 
But, 
though watered stock, they pay well lf 
managed well. 
Duck picking is easy 
lf one survives his first experience, and, 
as the high price duck market Is short 
and a duckling is only bon ton at a 
certain 
point in 
growth 
and then 
goes back, time and the green duel 
must be taken by the forelock to catch 
the long green. 
Duck# use scoop shovels at repasts, 
their flappers being accessory to the act J 
ami their digestive tracts are so arrang- 
od that there is no stop at way stations, 
and. being great drinkers at meals, con 
trary to the teaching of human quacks, 
the water seems to whet their appe­ 
tites for more.

rubberneck "hog of 
fowls” may eat twice as much as a 
chicken, its growth is double in the 
same time, as the eoft feed required 
by its double action rapid digester al­ 
lows frequent forcing fattening feasts.
